Boston, May 27 — (NC) — The 
Catholic Press Association meeting 
here for its annual convention on 
May 23-25 took stock of the pro- 
gress made in recent months under 
a newly-adopted program of ex- 
pansion, found the advances en- 
couraging, and girded itself for 
what it was told is a present period 
of unusual opportunity and high 
challenge. 


Retracing for the editors and 
publishers the large participation 
they have in the Apostolate of the 
Church, Archbishop John Gregory 
Murray of St. Paul, Episcopal 
Chairman of the Press Depart- 
ment, National Catholic Welfare 
Conference, told them, “You are

Bishops’ Relief 
Appeal To Reach 
$3,000,000 Mark 


Erie, Pa., May 27.-(NC)—Total 
contributions to the nation-wide 
1946 Laetare Sunday appeal for the 
benefit of the Bishops’ War Emer- 
gency and Relief Committee “will 
exceed by far the $2,000,000 mark 
and may approach the $3,000,000 
mark,” Bishop John Mark Gannon 
of Erie, Treasurer of the Commit- 
tee, stated here. 


Bishop Gannon said that returns 
from the appeal still are coming 
in from dioceses throughout the 
nation and “I would say that all 
collections are running from 25 per 
cent to 100 per cent greater than 
last year” when the donations to- 
taled $1,700,000. 

This year’s appeal was spear- 
headed by the “Pennies in the Pail” 
campaign, originated in response 
to a plea of the Holy Father for 
children, and carried on with great 
success among the students of 
Catholic schools throughout the 
country. 

“In some instances,” Bishop Gan- 
non said, “the increase in the of- 
fering of some .f the dioceses has 
been astounding.” : 

Bishop Gannon said that thus far 
he has received responses from 
wseveral archdioceses each of which 
totaled $100,000 or more. 

The Bishops’ War Emergency 
and Relief Committee was organi- 
zed at the annual meeting of the 
U.S. Hierarchy in Washington in 
November, 1940. The Committee 
was formed as a centralized agency 
to meet war emergencies as well 
as relief needs among suffering

Rev. R. J. Cushing, Archbishop of Boston, pointed out that 
Labor must be industry-conscious and management must be labor- 
conscious. They must be mutually cooperative, because they need 
each other. 

The Archbishop’s observations were so good that we bring 
them to your attention. He said: 

“During recent years we have dreamed about post-war pros- 
perity when every man would have a job, when millions of homes 
would be built, when new automobiles, new radios and a thousand 
other house-hold conveniences would be available to all. 

“That dream, with its untold opportunities, has not come true. 
Work stoppage through strikes, lack of vision, lack of preparation 
for reconversion from wartime to peacetime economy, a state of 
mental unrest occasioned by the incredible practices of revengeful 
conquerors, the freedom of action afforded subversive elements and 
the old story of power politics, greed and ambition here and abroad 
have blasted the dreams that inspired victory in the late war. 

“In referring to work stoppage through strikes I do not intend 
to indict either Labor or Management. Any fairminded person 
knows that all the angels and all the devils are not exclusively on 
the side of either Labor or Management. All must admit, however, 
that the labor question, because of the complexity and variety of 
the difficulties which it entails, and the vast number of people it 
involves, is at present our greatest domestic problem. 


. Principles Are Vital 
To recall the basic principles involved in this Labor-Manage- 
ment Problem may be a help toward solution. One does not build 
the superstructure of a building unless the foundations are stable

‘and strong. The same axiom applies to the labor problem. 


Strikes Now 


|Capital And Labor Asked To Understand Each Other's Viewpoint And 
Work For Common Good 


“The predominant preliminary principle to be kept In mind is 
that in the problem of Capital and Labor we are concerned with a 
problem dealing with human personalities with immortal souls and 
of infinite worth in the sight of God. Labor and the laboring man 
must not be considered as an article of merchandise to be bought 
and sold in the public market. 

“It must also be remembered that Management ifs not a heart- 
less, mechanical force, nor a heathen god before which human sac- 
rifices of the laboring man are offered for the sake of profit. Man- 
agement is a group of human persons joined together in a financial 
investment. Many of the stockholders of a high concern are them- 
selves workers in another form of business. Management, then, as 
well as Labor is a body of human persons, not a composite of units 
nor production schedules. 

“And both Management and Labor must always keep in mind 
that they are not isolated groups, but are important members of 
the body politic known as the United States of America, and that 


their feverish condition affects the entire body of American 


citizens. 

“With this as the preliminary understanding we can advance to 
the principle which is the undeniable solution of the entire problem 
‘Capital cannot do without labor, nor labor without capita!.’ May 
we repeat that principle: ‘Capital cannot do without labor, nor 
labor without capital.’ 


Need Mutual Cooperation 


“Each group ought to realize that theirs must be the close 
association of allies, with mutual benefits to be gained by their 
cooperation, whereas dissension only turns ‘the labor market into 
an arena where two armies are engaged in combat.’

How Russian Democracy’ Got Its Start 


More Than Ninety Per Cent Of Russia’s Citizens 


writers generally, who denounce the suspicions entertained 
by many in this country about present day demands of Moscow, 
fail to take into account the background of the whole Communist 
movement. If they would be set right all they need to do is to ex- 
amine files of newspapers, and inspect the reviews in magazines 
published in the United States beginning with 1917. Here are some 
of the things they would find. We know, because we have inspected 
them. 

For the moment we take you back to 1918 and later to the 
three or four years thereafter, during which the Communist gov- 
‘ernment of Russia was formed not by the proletariat as such, but 
by a small per cent of its worst element. The press of the world 
during 1918 reported that more than 90% of Russia’s people were 
bitterly opposed to the new regime, but were terrorized by the 
wholesale murders which followed when about 7% of the populace, 
led chiefly by men who had returned to Russia from New York, 
engaged in an anarchistic campaign of terror. In those days prac- 
tically the only outside friend the Russian people had was Pope

revolution did come, led by the Bolsheviki. They called a “Demo- 
cratic Congress” at Petrograd, on September 27, 1917, and what 
they were up to became clear when Kerensky addressed them. He 
was hooted repeatedly. 


Overthrow Elected Government 


Not only was the United States fooled, but the Russians them- 
selves were. Mr. Root had just returned home and reported to 
President Wilson that Democracy was at the door of Russia under 
Kerensky. Less than two months later, in November, 1917, muni- 
cipal elections took place in Russia and the Bolsheviki candidates 
were badly defeated, yet within a week they forced themselves on 
the country, overthrowing the Kerensky Government, electing 
Lenin as Prime Minister, and Trotsky as Foreign Minister of a 
Bolshevist Government. Suspecting interference Trotsky imme- 
diately warned other nations “not to interfere with the internal 
affairs of Russia,” and the Central Powers, including Germany and 
Austria signed a Peace Treaty with Russia. 

All of these things happened during a few months in the year 
1917. What may be gathered on Russia from the 1918 files of 
American papers and magazines? If you do not believe us, resort 
to those files yourselves. 

During January, 1918, the spirit of anarchy grew, as also did a 
wave of crime, riots, burglary, murder. 

On February 3 the new government banned religious teaching 
in the schools, and decreed that no religious system would be per- 
mitted to own any property. 

On March 12, the capital of Russia was transferred from Pet- 
rograd to Moscow. . | 

On April 30 the London Times carried this item: “There is 
practically no food in the markets or shops of the capital... Black 
bread is doled out at the rate of one-eighth of a pound a day.” 

On that same day Lady Muriel Page, arriving in New York 
from Kiev, reported that conditions in Russia “present a picture of 
almost incredible anarchy.” 

Even the Social Revolutionary Party called on the people of 
the nation to check the chaos produced by the Bolsheviki. 

In May, 1918, officers to the number of 1,048 were massacred 
by a Bolshevist mob at Kiev.

You’re probably right in judging 
that it’s a chalice. These things are 
treated with great reverence by 
Catholics.

That's because a 
chalice is set apart and consecrated 
by a bishop; after that it is used 
only at Mass where it is filled with 
the wine which is later consecrated 
by Our Lord’s power, and converted 
into His Sacred Blood. 


There is no telling how it came 
into your grandmother’s possession. 
She may have picked it up in a 
second-hand shop or received it as 
a curio from a friend. In the first 
instance, it probably came from a 
Catholic church or institution. A 
few years ago, someone got into 
the sacristy of the seminary in 
Baltimore and made off with several 
sacred vessels, some of which 
haven't turned up to this day. 

The thing to do is to take it to 
some Catholic rectory. It belongs 
to the altar after all, and it isn't 
achieving any purpose on your 
mantelpiece or wherever you have 
it. I’m sure, too, that the Church 
would be only too glad to repay you 
whatever it may be worth in mere 
silver or gold, because, naturally, to 
us Catholics, a consecrated chalice 
is priceless,

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Father Stouter celebrated the Silver 
*. Jubilee of his ordination and a quarter-cen- 
tury of service to God and fellagwman, two years 
ago, his “congregation,” numbering about 1,500, 
presented their beloved padre with a personal 
check for $200. This was a sure criterion of the 
esteem in which they hold him, for their wages 
average from 10 to 15 cents each per day. You 
see, the Reverend Charles G. Stouter, C.M., is the 
Catholic Chaplain of the world’s largest penal 
institution, the State Prison of Southern Michi- 
gan. 
And it was typical of Father Stouter that he 


used the money the prisoners had given him, to 


purchase a Missale Romanum for the Catholic 
Chapel. For years a migsal had to be borrowed 
each Sunday for the Mass. 


Father Stouter is the youngest of six boys born 
to the Daniel Stouters of Emmitsburg, Mary- 
land, which is about 10 miles from the historic 
city of Gettysburg. The family was poor, so 
young Charles became a “pririter’s devil” on the 
Emmitsburg Chronicle, whose editor was Sterling 
Gault, brother-in-law of the then president of the 
United States, Woodrow Wilson. 


Charles liked newspaper work and considered 
it, very briefly, as a career. But the call of the 
priesthood was too strong, and after much per- 
sonal sacrifice by himself and the rest of the 
family, he entered Niagara University. It was 
here that he met and became friends with Earl 
Mack, son of the patriarchal Connie, owner-man- 
ager of the Philadelphia American League base- 
ball team. This friendship was renewed and 
cemented when Charles entered St. Vincent Semi- 
nary in Philadelphia, where he was ordained a 
priest on June 8, 1919. 


-Father Stouter’s first assignment was to the 
Panama Canal Zone, among the lepers and the 
insane in the large hospitals there. He remained 
seven years, until the exhausting labors took their 
toll and his health broke. 


Upon his recovery at Providence Hospital in 
Washington, D. C., he remained there as Chap- 
lain for seven years\also. From there he went 
back to his native city of Emmitsburg as Chap- 
lain of the local high school, Seminary, St. Jo- 
seph’s College, and the Motherhouse of the 
Daughters of Charity, where he remained until 
called to his present post in October, 1939. 


He is an indefatiguable worker, as indeed he 
must be, for in addition to his duties at the 


He never met anyone who was wholly bod 


prison, he is also Chaplain of Mercy Hospital in 
Jackson, located three miles from the prison. 


One day is set aside each week at the prison for 
interviews, when hundreds of inmates, Catholic, 
Protestant and Jew, white, Indian and Negro, 
seek inspiration, advice and help—and always 
get it. 

More than 100 ftnmates receive Holy Com- 
munion each Sunday, which, of course, necessi- 
tates his presence at the prison on Saturday. At 
Easter and Christmas, from 450 to 500 receive 
the Sacraments. 


Father Stouter fs no silver-tongued orator, as 
he is the first to admit. “I realized early that 
the gift of eloquence was not mine,” he said with 
a smile, “and that I would have to make it up in 
sincerity.” His sincerity can be attested to by 
the weekly attendance at Mass, which has doubled 
since his coming. 

He tells an amusing anecdote concerning his 
mother. “On the day of my ordination she came 
to me and said: ‘I prayed that each of your 
brothers would become a priest. One by one they 
turned to some other endeavor. Then when I saw 
what a mischief you were—I stopped praying!’” 

His love for all humanity shines out of his eyes 
when he says: “I never met any one who was 
wholly bad.” 

Father Stouter is proud, in his humble way, 
of his conversions at the prison, where he has 
baptized some 75 men in the Faith. And he is 
fond of quoting His Holiness Pope Pius XI: 
“As the soul surpasses the body: Heaven, earth, 
eternity: so to share with poor pagans the gift 
of the faith—surpasses all other works of 
charity.”

glory” (Luke XXIV, 26)? 
If it was fitting for the God-man 
to endure persecution, suffering 


‘and afflictions here on earth in or- 


der that His human nature might 
be rewarded the more everlasting- 
ly, then it is certainly fitting that 
imperfect human Lrg dearly 
loved by God, should have their 
share of earthly sorrow and suf- 
fering, both to detach them from 
material things and to give them 
an opportunity to merit supernat- 
urally and eternally by patience and 
resignation in their afflictions. 


Did not. Christ chéer up His 
Apostles, after having predicted 
that they would suffer greatly for 
His sake; by assuring them that 
their “sorrow would be turned into 
qe! This lesson needs to be 
Tearned by everyone in our day. 
There are too many scoffers in the 
world in our time who imitate the 
misunderstanding friends of Job. 
These friends: told Job how foolish 
he was to endure his misery pa- 
tiently, and urged him to curse God 
for sending him such a chastise- 
ment. But Job answered: 


“Man, born of women, living for 
a short time, is filled with many 
miseries ...I that was formerly so 
wealthy am of a sudden broken to 
pieces . . . He hath torn me with 
wound upon wound. He hath rush- 
ed in upon me like a giant... My 
face is swollen with weeping and 
my eyelids are dimmed. These 
things have I suffered without the 
iniquity of my hand when [ offered 
pure prayers to God .. . My kins- 
men have forsaken me and they 
that knew me have forgotten me.” 


But Job knew that he would be 
ultimately recompensed beyond 
measure, that the greater his afflic- 
tions borne for love of God, the 
greater would be his eternal joy: 

“For I know that my Redeemer 
liveth, and in the last day I shall 
fise out of the earth, and I shall 
be clothed again with my skin, and

Christ Jesus, throughout His life, 
walked a path of ering, and the 
greatest saints welcomed physical 
afflictions and misunderstandings 
and persecutions, because they 
wished to tread the same path as 
their Master; Many of them ac- 
tually prayed for suffering because 
they believed that while on earth 
they were in exile from their eter- 
nal country, and it was freedom 
from suffering that they wanted 
there and not here, because there it 
would be everlasting, and because 
they would be all the more happy 
eternally for having borne sorrow 
and suffering and affliction out of 
love for Christ dowr here. 

You are probably familiar with a 
number of people yourself, who beg 
God to send them afflictions and 
trouble in exchange for the grace 
of conversion for a friend. | 

You know how happily St. Mon- 
iea died after having worried and 
fretted over the waywardness of 
her son, Augustine, and after hav- 
ing prayed for his conversion for 
eighteen years, had the joy of wit- 
nessing it.

Pro- 
fessor McKibben, contradicting 
Mr. Evans, said he would accept 
the Ten Commandments as a foun- 
dation for morality ... but then 
Professor McKibben proceeded to 
take the stuff out of his own state- 
ment by adding, “I think that dif- 
ferent ages have interpreted (the 
Ten Commandments) differently, 
and | would want to interpret 
them as I accept them.” In other 
words, he surrendered to the en- 
emy and concluded in effect, “Sure, 
morals change too—change like 
everything else.” 


Moral Standards Fixed 


I’m asked here tonight, “What 
do I think about moral! standards ?”’ 
and then, “What do I think about 
the influence of the movies on mor- 
al standards?” 

About moral standards, this is 
what I think—and what the Cath- 
olic Church thinks. Moral stand- 
ards don’t change. Styles change. 
Bathing suits are streamlined to- 
day as they never were in 1920. 
Customs change—like the old fas- 
hioned feminine custom of women 
not smoking. But moral standards 
don’t change. In 1946 just as in 
1910 or 510 or 210, before God the 
moral standard on adultery is still 
the same. And the reason of that 
is that God doesn’t change and 
human nature doesn’t change and 
the relationship between God and 
human béings doesn’t change. 

Anybody who believes in a per- 
sonal God and in the spiritual dig- 


nity and immortality of the soul 
of man can have no doubt that 
morality has to do with the rela- 
tionship of man to his God. Mor- 
ality has to do with our virtue, 
with our good habits. Or, simply, 
it is the voluntary conformity of 
our will to the Will of God. 

_ We're moral when we hear 
the word of God and do it. We're 
immoral when we hear the word 
of God and don’t do it. Our 
“meat” ought to be to do the 
Will of Our Father, to do it on 
earth as it is done by the angels 
and saints in heaven. Our pas- 
sion in life ought to be to give 
honor and glory to God, to love 
Him with our whole heart, mind, 
and strength. 


Conclusion 

What, then, do I think about the 
influence of the movies on our 
moral standards? I think a lot 
of things. 

I think that almost no commer- 
cial movie was ever made whose 
producers had the intention of rais- 
ing the moral standards of their 
theatre-going public. 

I think that many motion pic- 
tures, like “This Is The Army,” 
“Snow-White” and “Bambi,” have 
raised the morale or spirits of their 
audience, but I do not think they 
have raised their moral standards 
or fired them with zeal to better 
conform their will to the Will of 
God. 

But a vast number of pictures 
have, I think, through their way

Early in December of 1942, our 
Seabee battalion landed in the 


| beautiful little town of Sitka, Alas- 


ka, located on the Island of Baran- 


yoff, and: erected our camp in a 
valley at the foot of the Three 


Sisters Mountains. 


We had no Catholic chaplain, but 
soon found that a former Jesuit 
missionary, Father Patrick J. 
O’Reilly, was stationed at the tiny 
Catholic church in Sitka. Father 
O'Reilly readily agreed to visit our 
camp each Sunday night at 1900 
(7 P.M.) and «say Mass for the 
boys, and his sermons and teach- 
ings left an everlasting impression 
on all who attended his services. 


The Seabees built an altar, a 
portable confessional and an altar 
railing, and soon had our little 
chapel. looking real “churchlike.” 


It didn’t take Father O’Reilly 
long to become the idol of all the 
men, Catholic and non-Catholic 
alike. Soon the boys were dropping 
in to visit the good Father at his 
humble one-room living quarters 
adjoining his little church in the 
town. is Irish wit, knowledge 
and understanding sent many a 
man back to camp with a lighter 
heart and a new lease on ‘life. 


Naturally it didn’t take the Sea- 
bees long to realize that more com- 
fortable quarters for our dear 
friend would be quite possible, so 
we all set to work on our liberty 
days to build a new home for him. 
Materials were gathered (remem- 
ber, Seabees “can do” and “can 
get”) and our little project was 
under way. Within several days 
Father - O’Reilly was .the proud 
owner of a cozy little home adjoin- 
ing the church, consisting of a 
basenient, living-room with a built- 
in altar, and bedroom and bath, in- 
cluding a shower.

Moral Standards Fixed 


I’m asked here tonight, “What 
do I think about moral standards ?”’ 
and then, “What do I think about 
the influence of the movies on mor- 
al standards?” 

About moral standards, this is 
what I think—and what the Cath- 
olic Church thinks. Moral stand- 
ards don’t change. Styles change. 
Bathing suits are streamlined to- 
day as they never were in 1920. 
Customs change—like the old fas- 
hioned feminine custom of women 
not smoking. But moral standards 
don’t change. In 1946 just as in 
1910 or 510 or 210, before God the 
moral standard on adultery is still 
the same. And the reason of that 
is that God doesn’t change and 
human nature doesn’t change and 
the relationship between God and 
human béings doesn’t change. 

Anybody who believes in a per- 
sonal God and in the spiritual dig- 


nity and immortality of the soul 
of man can have no doubt that 
morality has to do with the rela- 
tionship of man to his God. Mor- 
ality has to do with our virtue, 
with our good habits. Or, simply, 
it is the voluntary conformity of 
our will to the Will of God. 

We're moral when we hear 
the word of God and do it. We're 
immoral when we hear the word 
of God and don’t do it. Our 
“meat” ought to be to do the 
Will of Our Father, to do it on 
earth as it is done by the angels 
and saints in heaven. Our pas- 
sion in life ought to be to give 
honor and glory to God, to love 
Him with our whole heart, mind, 
and strength. 


Conclusion 

What, then, do I think about the 

influence of the movies on our 
moral standards? I think a lot 
of things. 
I think that almost no commer- 
cial movie was ever made whose 
producers had the intention of rais- 
ing the moral standards of their 
theatre-going public. 

I think that many motion pic- 
tures, like “This Is The Army,” 
“Snow- White” and “Bambi,” have 
raised the morale or spirits of their 
audience, but I do not think they 
have raised their moral standards 
or fired them with zeal to better 
conform their will to the Will of 
God.

It was 
thought that McCosky, a Detroit 
boy discovered by “Wish” (Aloy- 
sius) Egan, veteran Tiger scout, 
was a fixture on the Bengal pay- 
roll, but the Tiger front office 
figured otherwise. The trade was 
made by the Tigers in the hope 
of benefitting one of the club’s 
weak spots—at third base. Kell 
is a pretty good infielder and a 
280 hitter. He should be of 
considerable help where the Ti- 
gers were weak. 


The team had plenty outfield 
material and will have even more 
when “Hoot” Evers, former Uni- 
versity of Illinois star, is ready 
to play. Evers suffered a broken 


ankle and thumb in sliding into 
second base ina training camp 
game, but is expected back in ac- 
tion soon.

There has been considerable 
publicity of late given to the 
formation of a Baseball Players 
Guild, commonly known as a 
union. At the present time it 
is principally concerned with 
major league players, but it is 
planned eventually to include all 
players in organized baseball. 
For one thing, the Guild seeks a 
minimum wage contract for ma- 
jor league ball players of, say, 
$5,000 per season. I wouldn't 
quarrel with that, because if a 
player is good enough to make 
the grade with ree Pag! league 
club he is certainly worth at 
least $5,000 to that club for his 
six months of play. Naturally, 
there would be no limit placed on 
the amount of money a player 
could receive. 


But what the new Guild is really 
aiming at is the reserve clause in 
a player’s contract. This clause, 
which is included in all players’ 
contracts, says that a player can 
not play with any other team in 
organized baseball -after his play- 
ing contract: has expired, because 
the club which originally signed 
him “reserved” the right to his 
services. He has to sign at that 


ball, or else induce the club to sell 
him or trade him to another team 
which might be more yo my 

Competent legal authorities say 
that such a contract, containing 
the reserve clause, would be ruled 


baseball’s own, but if the new 
players’ union succeeds in getting 
this reserve clause thrown out of 
player contracts, it will undermine 
the very foundation of the game 
and eventually destroy the game 
itself, and with it all need for a 
players’ union. 


If a team could not “reserve 
the right” to a player’s services, 
he would be free at the end of 
his playing contract to sign with 
whatever team he pleased. As 
you can see, in no time all the 
best players naturally would be 
grabbed up by the wealthier 
clubs, league-wide competition 
would be destroyed, interest 
would soon die out, and there 
would be no competitive base- 
ball left to pay the high salaries 
under the new contracts.

Father O’Donnell 
Concludes Series On 
Catholic Hour 


New York, May 26—(NC)—Just 
as countless American fighting men 
during the war pinned “their hope, 
their strength and their unfailing 
comfort” on the Blessed Mother, 
the nation’s men, women and chil- 
dren of today should “derive inspir- 
ation from their faith in her and 
turn to Mary, our hope, as we at- 
tack the problems confronting the 
post-war world,” the Very Rev. J.

Recalling a luncheon tendered in 
honor of Gen. George C, Kenny, 
commander of the U. S. air forces 
in the southwest Pacific, Father 
O'Donnell said that when guests 
began os his resourcefulness, 

neral Kenny arose and said: 
“Now stop that. If you want to 
give credit where credit is due, 
throw your bouquets at that young 
colonel over there.”

General Kenny related that on an 
occasion when a _ reconnaissance 
crew reported inability to obtain 
information of Japanese activities 
in Borneo, the colonel picked a 
crew, lo a two-engine plane 
with four 500-pound bombs and 
went off on the mission.

What was a miracle of partnership during wartime 
should not, and must not become a muddled mess of misunder- 
standing during peacetime. There is no reason why either Man- 
agement or Labor should swing like the pendulum of a clock to one 
lage, or the other depending upon the supply and demand of 

r. 

“The fundamental rights and duties of each group have been 
long established and accepted by the other group. Re-adjustments 
in the appreciation of these rights and duties must be made in the 
post-war world. But, re-adjustments must be made in every phase 
of our lives, now that victory is ours, and these re-adjustments 
on be made in the American way, by peaceful democratic discus- 
sions. 

“America has no love for dictators. It would be a tragic 
calamity if either Labor or Management attempted to arrogate to 
itself the dictatorial right of life and death over American in- 
dustry. Dictators in Labor, or dictators in Management are as 
foreign to America as any form of totalitarianism. Team play, 
cooperation, mutual aid is the American way. 

“As a team, Capital and Labor are champions. As opponents 
they engage in a fratricidal, civil war which leaves each side an 
oe a loser, and hands industrial victory to foreign compe- 

on. 

“Peaceful discussions with mutually accepted arbiters are the 
ultimate recourse in all disputes. Why is it that peaceful discus- 
sion cannot be the first attempt at a solution of the misunder- 
standings? With the strength of its Unions, Labor can meet on 
equal terms with Management to settle their difficulties by arbitra- 
tion while avoiding methods which are disdainful to the public, 
injurious to Management, a financial burden to the workingman, 
and harmful to the common good of the State. 


Government As Mediator 

“If constant bickering, and childish name-calling continues to 
the detriment of the public, the State, as the protector of the 
common good, may be forced to enter the field in order to secure 
national prosperity and to promote national welfare. In several 
instances our Government has taken this step already when vio- 
lence or harm to the general public has been threatened. That 
which has been an isolated incident may well be a common prac- 
tice for the Federal Government. The entrance of the government 
into this field will not be a happy entrance, nor will the government 
be a welcomed guest in the Labor-Management household. 

“That Management and Labor have each sinned in the past is 
all too well known. That disputes will arise must be expected but 
since time began an approach to the middle by both ends has been 
the formula for ending disputes. Labor must be industry-conscious 
and Management must be labor-conscious. And the representatives 
of both must be mutually co-operative. Recognizing that each side 
has been at fault; appreciating that neither one can do without 
the other; understanding that each needs the other; knowing that 
their lack of cooperation can bring tragedy, even the tragedy of 
Communism and Fascism to America, Management and Labor must 
work together in Justice, Charity and Equity, if they wish to take 
advantage of the tremendous opportunity which the world market 
now offers. But there can never be harmony nor settlement of diffi- 
culties, nor the ending of strikes where two oppositions equally 
powerful refuse to budge on issues in which reasonable recession is 
defensible, profitable and wise. 


Emulate War Unity 


“With the true American co-operation which amazed the 
world in two wars, each group will be proving its right to continued 
existence, and proving, also, that our form of government with its 
free enterprise is the better form of government for free peoples. 
The Church and its assistance will never be wanting, be the time 


or the occasion what it may. While she cannot align herself ex- 


clusively with either Capital or Labor the Church will always be 
found on the side of Justice and Charity, for there she will be with 
Christ, ‘the Carpenter’s Son.’”

Waldemar Gurian, Professor of 
Political Science and Editor of the 
Review of Politics at the Univer- 
sity of Notre Dame, declared here 
in an interview. . 

Dr. Gurian, an internationally- 
known authority on Russia, point- 
ed out that during the war com- 
munistic propaganda was almost 

ly abandoned by the Sov- 
iet Union because Russia needed 
‘support from the democracies and 
oot ang lend-lease from the 
ited States. Since the defeat of 
both Germany and Japan, he 
stressed, those Soviet leaders have 
gained influence who believe. that 
world communism has a good 
chance to succeed, and they are re- 
sponsible for Russia’s present po- 
Jicies of expansion and of provok- 
ing conflicts. 

“Attempts to appease Russia by 
new concessions,” emphasized the

_ Vatican City, May 27.—(NC)—Deploring a vague relig- 
iousness of mere tradition and reminding that religious habits 
and pious customs are of value “only when they awaken, 
stimulate, sustain and promote a personal life of faith,’’ His 
Holiness Pope Pius XII called upon Catholic women through- 
out the world to help preserve our Christian culture by a per- 


severing 
fession of faith, not only in social 
but also in political life. 


The Holy Father voiced this 

message when receiving in audience 
students and alumnae of the Insti- 
tute of the Assumption in Rome, 
where the Pontiff; when « young 
priest, served as chaplain for a 
number of years. Mother Mary 
John of the Incarnation, Mother 
General of the Sisters of the As- 
sumption, who conduct the insti- 
tute, was present. 
The Holy Father recalled his own 
association with the Institute, its 
loyalty to the Papacy, to its fotnd- 
vr, Mother Mary Eugene of Jésus, 
and her profound piety, brilliant 
intellect and strong will, The pres- 
ent times are similar to the times 
when Mother Mary Eugene of Jesus 
in 1839 founded the Congregation 
uf the Assumption, the Pontiff said, 
pointing out that despite the prog- 
ress and changes of the last hun- 
dred years, society is headed to- 
ward the same dangerous ruin. 

Too many people are thinking 
only of pleasure, he continued, 
abandon themselves to frivolous or 
licentious enjoyments, while among 
others, as at that time, vague relig- 
iots feelings are taking the place 
of a firm faith and Christian prac- 
tice. 


The eve of the revolutions of 1848 
saw the world plit into two cur- 
rents of social thought, the Pope 
said: first, the spirit of the middle 
aass, which rightly or wrongly fol- 
lowed an easy life, being especially 
oncerned with the pleasures of 
life and giving often only half at- 
tention to matters of religion; and 
secondly, the fiery spirit of a class 
indignant at rampant injustices 
which oppressed men’s bodies, 
hearts and consciences. This class, 
he said, staged a revolt for radical 
reform, sometimes without consid-| 
ering what means were reasonable 
or even possible. Yet both currents 
of thought threatened society with 
ruin, the Holy Father stressed,

Catholic Journal 
Criticizes Denying 
Nuncio Status

Prague, May 27.—(NC)—Severe 
criticism of the Czechoslovak gov- 
ernment was voiced by a Catholic 
journal here in connection with the 
fact that Archbishop Saverio Rit- 
ter will return to Prague not with 
his former rank of Apostolic Nun- 
cio but only with that of an Inter- 
nuncio. 

The criticism, expressed by the 
Rev. Adolf Kajpr, 8.J., in his semi- 
monthly Katelik, followed an an- 
nouncement over the notoriously 
radical Prague radio tha’ the Gov- 
ernment was unwilling te grant 
Archbishop Ritter the status of 
Nuncio, which equals that of an 


Ambassador. The radio explained 
that as Internuncio with only the 
rank of a Minister the Papal re 
resentative to this country would 
not be the dean of the diplomatic 
corps—a distinction which tradi- 
tionally belongs to Apostolic Nun- 
cios. 

Catholic listeners perceived an 


apologetic note in the announce- 


ment, as if it sought to forestall 

any possible radical criticism of the 

renewal of diplomatic relations with 

tie Vatican by emphasizing the fact 

_ the Internuncio will not be the 
ean. 


Pointing out that the Nuncio is 
the dean of the diplomatic corps 
because he represents the oldest 
sovereign in the civilized world, 
Katolik declared it to be “sheer in- 
gratitude to the Holy See from 
the Czechoslovak standpoint” to 
deny Archbishop Ritter this dig- 
nity. 

The journal reminded that at the 
time of the Munich crisis in 1938 
“it was only Pope Pius XI who 
passed judgment on the injustice 
done to Czechoslovakia.” 


Funeral Of Cardinal 


Gasparri Held In 
Church Of Santa Maria , 


Rome, May 27 —(Radio, NC)~- 
The Church of Santa Maria Sopra 
Minerva was the scene here May 23 
of the funeral of His Eminence 
Enrico Cardinal Gasparri, who 


died on May 20 after serving 31 
years in the Papal diplomatic ser- 
vice and 21 years as a Cardinal 
in various capacities with the Re- 
man Curia. 

Seventeen Cardinals, representa- 
tives of the Papal Court and dip- 
lomats accredited to the Holy See, 
including Myron C. Tayler, the 
President’s personal representative 
to the Vatican, were in attendance. 

Citizens of Rome mourn the fam- 
ed religious leader, who was «a 
familiar figure about the city and 
whose kindliness and simplicity 
earned him a solid place in the 
estimation of the people. Cardinal 
Gasparri was the Bishop of Vel- 
etri, one of the traditional subur- 
ban Sees of Rome assigned to 
Cardinal Bishops. His leadership 
in gecuring material and spiritual 
assistance for the residents of this 
\ district after its wartime bombing 
was one example of his widely- 
known charitable efforts.
